Anions  .siver.d  pattern.-*  of  poultry  hou.se  which  have  been  on  trial  in  our  poultry 
division  during  rec.  nt  years,  none  lias  come  nearer  to  fullilling  the  conditions  enumerated 
above  than  that  of  the  poultry  house  with  cotton  front,  diagrams  and  particulars  of  wliich 
are  given  as  follows  : 

This  hen  house  with  cotton  front,  measures  10  feet  by  V2,  and  offers  sufficient  space  to 
accommodate  20  laying  hens.  These  dimensions  can  be  modilied  without  any  inconvenience, 
and  by  making  it  l.">  feet  by  '.'O  if  coidd  easily  shelter  ."lO  bird-". 

Section  1$  I!  H  at  the  south  side,  is  covered  with  cotton  C.  The  (•otton  should  be  pro- 
tected on  the  outside  by  a  covering  nf  wire  netting  of  two  inch  mesh. 

Wntilation  is  obtained  by  the  air  paa«ing  through  the  cotton  ('  and  lO,  and  the  light  or 
sun-shine,  which  is  ab.sohitely  neeessitry  to  the  well-being  of  the  birds,  is  admitted  through 
the  window  .\. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  obstruct  ion  of  the  p  >res  of  ventilation,  the  cotton  frames  ('and  E 
shouM  be  kept  as  clean  as  possible.  It  will  be  necessary  then  to  remove  fre(iuently  the 
dust  and  grit,  which  in  due  course  will  gather  on  the  cotton  C  and  E. 

It  is  most  es.sential  that  the  roo-ting  quarters  should  be  aa  comfortable  and  well- 
appointetl  as  p  ssible.  Sullieicnt  warmth  and  comfort  in  the  roosting  jien  ,vM(  key  t"  auccefs, 
with  the  cold  poultry  hou.se. 

Conscfiuently  the  roosting  pen  I)  mu.st  be  warmer  than  the  rest  of  the  hou.se,  otherwise, 
in  certain  j)arts  of  the  country,  the  hens  would  freeze.  M'e  therefore  ree'>mmcnd  ;he  con- 
struction of  that  portion  of  the  liouse,  but  that  portion  only,  with  a  double  ply  of  luiiiher. 
with  building  paper  on  both  sides  of  the  scantling,   N  N  N.
